The concise statements of relevance for the non-English documents are as 

follows. 

In document 1-167766, it is mentioned that yellow and green LEDs are 
simultaneously lit in order to obtain a sufficient white/red contrast ratio. 

Document 4-18849 describes lighting a light source which is different from 
a light source which is lit during the reading out of an image signal as a dummy in at least 
one or more light accumulating periods preceding reading out of the image signal in order 
to compensate for the delay of output voltage of a CCD image sensor. 

In document 4-368055, it is mentioned that each LED, namely R, G, and B, 
are lit in order in performing color reading and each LED, R, G, and B are lit at the same 
time in performing black and white reading. 

In document 6- 1 8 1 506, it is mentioned that the lighting time of each LED 
R, G, and B lit in order are independently set. 

Applicants are in the process of preparing English translations of these 
references and will submit them as soon as possible.
